Paul. The amendment read as fol-

out and tthe following substituted 
therefor: 

‘«Whereas the Government in 1930 
estimated for @ surplus of $73,741.00 
including tthe Telephone Estimates, 
while the actual result was a deficit 
of $2,450,761.56; and 

‘Whereas the Government in 1981 
estimated for a deficit of $876,841.61, 
inchiding the Telephone DEsitimates 
which. proved to be extraordinarily 
erroneous that including the Tele- 
phones loss the deficit turned out to 
be $5,768,332.38: and 

: “Whereas the rnment in 1932 
estimated for a surplus of $149,200.00 
on Income Account only, which is 
proving to be a glaring miscalcula- 
tion because thie Auditor's report for 


the first nine months of the year’ 


shows a deficit of $1,395,483.45; and 

‘<Whereas the cost cost of unem- 
ployment relief has been paid by bor- 
rowed money and therefore is not 
responsible for these deficits; and 

_‘** Whereas no provision has been 
made in the Estimates to adequately 
protect the Government Telephone 
system which constitutes our most 
valuable commercial and social as- 
ent; and 

‘‘Whereas it is shown by the BEs- 
timates that.a considerable portion 
of the reduction in ‘the expenditures 
hag been affected by .cutting- the sal- 
arics of the Civil Servants earning 
less than $2,000.00 and in the dismis- 
sal of a number of these, but that 
a proper reduction in the salaries of 
the highly paid officials of the Gov- 
ernment has not been made; 

‘<Therefore this Assembly advises 
His) Majesty's Goverment to recon- 
sider the Estimates and revise the 
same for the purpose of further re- 
ducing the salaries of the highly paid 
officials and to affect greater econ- 
omies in the administration and to 

- remove the probability of another 
lange deficit and to consider methods. 
for the proper financing of the Tele- 
phone System in order to save it 
from its impending ruin.’’ 

(Mr. Websiter made one of the great- 
est spcechés of his career making a 
strong indictment of the government. 

He was followed by J. M. Dechene 
wih said there wasia widely-held be- 
lief in the province ‘that the large 
deficits ofthe provincial government 
were due to unemployment relief. He 
declared ‘that this improssion was 
wrong and should be removed, as re- 
lief expetd‘:ures had been made on 
borrowed money, and this had been 
charged to capital account which 
meant increasing the public debt to 
that extent. 

‘HH. H. Dakin, Liberal member for 
Beaver River, also spoke in the de- 
bate on the Webster amendment, 
pointing out that the had given tthe 
government warning two years ago 
of ‘what would happen wmnless a 
change-in policy were made. 

J. Russell Love, U.F.A. member 
for Wainwright, entered a vigorous 
defence of the -Brownlee govern- 
ment’s financial record when he 
spoke in the budget debate in the 
lezistature Wednesday. Referring to 
g@-neral conditions, Mr. Love e@aid: 

‘‘The root of our troubles lies 
in our trade policy in which, by 
refusing to take the goods of 
other countries, we have shut 
the door of the markets for Can-

adian products. The second cause 
of our trouble is the failure to 
change our currency system to 
meet the needs of the time.”’ 

A. Smeaton, Labor member for 
Lethbridge, in the legislature on Wed- 
nesday advocated government con- 
trol of the coal mining ifidustry in 
Alberta. 

‘The protest made by the member 
for Edson, C, Pattinson, Labor, over 
the niggardly policy of the provincial 
rehief department in giving help to 
those in rural areas was endorsed by 
Mr. Smeaton. While the schedule 
under which miners in the city of 
Lethbridge received relief could not 
be considered generous, it looked like 
wealth compared with what was al- 
lowed miners being taken care of by 
the province, he smid. 

Norman Hindsley, Independent 
member for Calgary, believes the 
Government. optimistic; urges revis- 
ion; and supports’ Liberal proposal 
to have estimates reconsidered, 

Reduction of automobile licenses to 
the basis of $1 per cylinder, propos- 
ed by Montgomery, Liberal -mem- 
ber for Wetaskiwin, was turned down 
by the legislature on a division Tues- 
day night. The ten L’berals present 
in the house voted for the resolution 
while opposed were government and 
other members, numbering 42. 

Giving unanimous approval to a 
resolution moved by L. A. Giroux, 
Liberal member for Grovard, the pro- 
vincial legislature on Tuesday night 
decided to unge upon the Dominion 
government the neéd of establishing 
a board of investments control in this 


country. Such a board would super-| ; 


vise the issuing to the public of se- 
curities offered by corporations hold- 
ing dominion charters. 

“When the government defeated the 
Duggan amendment on the budget 
Tuesday afternoon by only 11 votes, 
it probably had its closest call on 
such a motion of non-confidence since 
it assumed office in 1921: The oppo- 
sition side of the house was solid’ in 
support of the amendment to elimin- 
ate.the $3 base rate charge from the 
provincial incomé tax. Liberals, Oon- 
servatives, Labor and Independents 
combined to make an opposition total 
of 24. The only absentee on the op-' 
position side was F. C. Moyer, leader 
of the Independents. 

Mr. Pattinson of the C.C.F.—Labor 
group moved a sub-amendment. Re- 
‘*That this assembly advises 
His Majesty's government to recon- 
sider the estimates with a view to 
devising some financial means of 
maintaining the economic and social 
activities of the province, even to the 
exitent of onganizing a provincial 
medium of currency that would en- 
able goods and serviees to be ex- 
changed until such time ag the in- 
evitable changes in our national sys- 
tem of flinance are brought about.’’ 

Premier Brownlee declared during 
the debate that this was a motion 
of want of confidence in the govern- 
ment.- Replying to opposition taunts 
that the government side was refius- 
ing to stand by the principles of the 
C.G.F. in opposing the amendment ‘tthe 
Premier said meaningly that those on 
the government side would vote ac- 
cording to their own dictates. 

The impression made upon the gal- 
leries when the Labor-C.C.F. wing 
moved -their amendment, which was 
repudiated by the U.F.A-C.CF. 
wing, wag that the C.C.F. programme 
was merely for campaign purposes, 
but not to be taken seriously as a 
principal upon which to have a sound 
government.

Chair Next Week

Miami, Fla., March 10—Guseppe 
Zangara, zealot and ascassin, ttoday 
was sentenced to death in the elec- 
tric chair for the Mayor Anton .J. 
Cermak slaying, in his futile at- 
tempt to kill President Franklin 
Roosevelt. 

There was a flurry in the court- 
room afiter sentence was passed as 
Zangara dénounced Judge .Thompson 
and shouted ‘‘you give me electric 
chiair.’? 

‘‘T’m no afraid that chair. You’re 
one of capitalists. ‘‘You is crook 
man too, Put me in electric chair, I 
no care.’’ 

Deputies rushed Zangera from the 
court room as he shrieked tho last 
sentence. 

Mayor Cermak, for whose death 
Zangara must go to the chair, died 
Monday. He was shot while he sitood 
near ithe aubomobile occupied by Mr. 
Rocsevelt. Zangara’s aim at ‘the 
president was deflected by spectators. 
Zangara already was under sentence 
of 80 years for conviction on ‘charges 
of attempting to kill Mr. Roosevelt, 
and ‘three other persons.

He expressed the view that no 
scheme of unemployment insurance as 
advocated by the Liberals) would be 
adequ=te to take care of the present 
unemy"oyment situation in Canada. 
He doubted also whether lower tariffs 
would solve the problem. He could 
point cut with plenty of evidence that 
in countries with comparatively low 
tariffs similar conditions of unem- 
ployment had developed. 

Ariter having thus discussed the in- 
adequacy of Liberal proposals, Mr. 
Heaps proceeded to outline some 
possible Labor steps toward rectify- 
ing conditions. He would favor the 
reduction of the hours of labor for 
the purpose of allowing the present 
limited amount of employment to be 
divided among more workers, In 
place of an eight-hour day he would 
reduce ‘the working day to five or 
six hours. Under this plan Mr. Heaps 
appeared to believe there would be 
employment for all. At the same 
time, without being very definite 
about it, he expressed the view that 
‘¢@ much larger share of the product 
of labor must go to those who toil,’’ 

Mr. Heaps is too well informed to 
declare definitely that this Janger 
share could be assured by an increase 
in nominal wages. He knows that 
under the present system there is 
nothing to prevent the level of prices 
going up at the same rate as any 
rise in the level of wages, The shont- 
er working day will doubtless come, 
but the member for North Winnipeg 
must have an uncomfortable feeling 
that the main effect of this adjust- 
ment would be to spread the burden 
of unemployment over more should 
ers. So far as wages are concerned, 
it would tend to be a levelling down 
rather than a levelling up. Jt would 
mean nothing to nearly fifty per cent 
of the productive workers in Canada 
who endeavor to support thetmselves 
by labor on the land. It would jp- 
crease the disparity between the 
working conditions of primary pro- 
ducers and industrial wage earners. 

Labor members should either be 
prepared to say how the industries 
are to be “taken over’’ or they 
should try ‘to find some more immed- 
iattely effective policy to allow more 
of the output of Oanadian industry 
to be delivered to the Canadian peo- 
ple as consumers. Mt is‘ particularly 
incumbent upon members in the rad- 
ical group, when they attack Liberal 
policies as being inadequate, to be 
less vague themeelves,

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‘across theborder itihat what has hap- 
penod to United Sliates banies could 
have been avoided if the true condi- 
tion of the banks had been known to 
the public at monthly or quarterly 
intervals. As it is, the elatement of 
a bank is taken at face valuc and 


in the case of United States 


banks has beeff painfully misleading. 
If a merchant or a manufacturer fails 


to, aecept a diaft in payment of 
goods or has difficulty in. meeting 
his obligations, this fact is immediat- 
ely known to crediit-reporting agen- 
cies, and the commercial world has 
access to the information and gov- 
erns itself accordingly in dealing 
with such an individual. But nothing 
is known by the public (\\be hundreds 
of thousands of bank depositors) as 
to the actual cash, convertible value 
of the bank's loans. The depositor 
has to take the bank’s appraisal and 
such appraisal may continue at the 
nominal amount despite shrinkage in 
the value of the colleteral__except as 
provided for in the reserve set up for 
bad and doubtful debts. 

Most of the difficulties in which 
the United States banks now find 
themselves have been due not to fin- 
ansing bona fide production or man- 
ufacture or other legitimate services 
but to loans against securities, the 
majority of-which have proven to be 
highly speculative ‘in character. Most 
of the securities which are at the bot- 
tom of the present debacle have been 
in the form of collateral upon loans 
to those predatory financial individ- 
uals who have been ‘‘farming”’ the 
public out of its savings. They in- 
clude promoters of metropolitan ap- 
artment buildings, gigantic hotels 
and office buildings, consilidations 
which have added practically nothing 
to plant, equipmemt or number of 
employes, but whose.sole concern has 
been to sell minority interests in 
these corporations to the public at 
pan values, 
measures -will em- 


undoubtedly President Roosevelt wil! 
take drasitic action. It may be as- 
sumed that thenceforth American 
banks will be compelled to pubiish 
particulars of collateral held ayainst 
loans, classified so that the public 
will know intelligently what percent- 
age of risk is carried, especially in 
the case of renewals and delinquen- 
cies, as the lesson has been learned 
that a bank’s risk taken at a dollar 
against a possible return of six or 
seven cents carned in interest is not 
good enough. 

To reinstate the United States 
banks in the confidence of tthe public, 
which means the depositors who have 
withdrawn over two billions of dol- 
lars for hoarding purposes) in the lasit 
two years, it will be necesstary to do 
more than receive assistances from 
the federal (treasury. The banks 
themselves will have to undergo a 
thorough overhauling, and his process 
involves the treatment of ‘‘frozen 
assets” created by unwise loans, 

As to the eventual results of the 
American banking debacle which has 
electrified the whole world, one thing 
is almost certain. Money must re- 
turn ito its normal channels of em- 
ployment by the banks and the legi- 
timate users of credit. The bona fide 
producer, manufacturer and mer 
chant should be catered to in place 
of the spectacular, the promoter and 
‘those who have used credit for in- 
creasing luxuries and expansion of 
developments beyond the normal ab- 
ility of the people to assimilate and 
pay for. 


Alberta Teachers 
Being | Underpaid 


Of the 3427 oat: school teachers 
at present engaged in this province, 
625 are receiving salary less than the 
minimum scale of $840 a year, .or 
were between Sepitember 1 and Dec- 
ember 81, according to information 
supplied the legislature by Hon. Per- 
ren Baker, Minister of Education, at 
Une reqweeit of Fred J. White, Labor 
leader, Calgary. 

The school act has contained pro- 
vision for varying the minimum at 
the discretion of the minister, in 
cases where it could be shown the 
school district could not pay, or 
where a hardship would be worked 
on the district by having to pay even 
as much as the minimum. 

Information supplied by Mr. Baker 
showed that one teacher received a 
galary sealed bebween $300 and $309, 
and one a salary from $400 bo $499. 
Thirty teachers received galaries 
ranging bebween $500 and $509. 

In all 126 teachers received from 
$600 ito $700 and 1687 teachers re- 
ceived from $800 ‘to $900. Only three 
received from $2000 to $2500 and on- 
ly one was paid more than $2600.

The bill expressly forbids the ad- 
vertising of a sweeps‘ake outside the 
province in whch it is being conduett- 
ed and the appointment of agents for _ 
the province. 

The element of gambling enters so 
mach into national life that to re- 
sweepstakes as: immoral seems: 
to ws to be arrant hypocrisy; more- 
over, innumerable benefits would ac- 
crue to operation of sweepsitakes for 
legitimate purposes and under satis- 
factory conditions.

Western Wool Finest Quality Pro- 
duced In Canada 

The Canadian grown wool handled 
by the Canadian Co-Operative Wool 
Growers Ltd., falls into three broad 
categories, corresponding to wide ged- 
graphical areas. The wool of Ontario, 
Quebec, New Brunswick, Nova Sco- 
tia and Prince Edward Island is 
known to the trade as Eastern Do- 
mestic wool. The English Down 
breeds are the basal stock in these 
areas. In Western Canada there are 
two main classes—‘“‘Range” and “Do- 
mestic” wools. The former come chief- 
ly from the southern sections of Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan and, being 
of merino strain, are the finest qual- 
ity wools produced in Canada. 

The Domestic wools of the West 
are comparable to the eastern wocls, 
but.in addition to the ordinary grade 
specifications, are subdivided into 
“bright,” “semi-bright” and “dark,” 
because the varying climatic condi- 
tions under which the wool is pro- 
duced result in differences in condi- 
tion and quality. Of the four and a 
half million pounds of wool collected 
by the Canadian Co-Operative Woo) 
Growers Ltd., in 1929-30, Western 
Range wool accounted for 2,144,000 
ibs., Western Domestc for 1,266,000, 
and Eastern Domestic for 1,012,000 
tbs. The fleeces are graded at the as- 
sociation's depots by qualified graders 
supplied by the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture. °

A a To Raise Prices. 


The tremendous decline in prices of all primary products in Canada, in 
common with similar declines throughout the world; the huge accumulation 
of unsettled war and other debts; the unparalled restrictions imposed by 
nearly all nations upon imports. from other nations; the break-down of the 
gold standard and the resultant upsetting of exchange rates between coun- 
tries; the stupendous number of unemployed throughout the world, and the 
loss or purchasing power by practically everybody as a result of these ecdno- 
mic disasters and disabilities, have led to making of all kinds of proposals 
designed to remedy, either temporary or permanently, the situation in which 
mankind is now floundering. 

Many of the: suggestions advanced are hopelessly impracticable; some 
utterly fantastic; and not a few of the so-called remedies would only serve 
to intensify the disease rather than ameliorate or cure it.,Unfortunately, the 


distress occasioned by the present world economie*situation is so great, and 
people are so much at a loss in seeing any way out of their difficulties, or an 


early solution to their problems, that thousands of them are in a state of 
mind where they are prepared to grasp at any straw, and, the more alluring 
the promises made in support of any given scheme, the greater the danger 
of people “falling for” something which iater on they would bitterly regret. 


Included in the suggestions being advanced are numerous forms of “‘in- 
flation” of money. Some advocate the printing by the Government of tens, 
even hundreds, of millions of paper money without any reserve of any value 
held against them. Others demand that steps be taken to bring the Canadian 
dollar to a parity with the British pound sterling. In scores of communities 
the issue of local scrip is strongly supported as a means of “putting more 
money into circulation, speeding up buiness and the payment of debts, and as 
a means of raising prices of primary products. Some extremists advocate the 
repudiation of existing debt. 

Despite the difficulty of their present situation, we believe the over- 
whelming majority of the Canadian people do not look upon repudiation of 
debt with favor; rather that they are willing to pay their debts and are anx- 
ious to do so, and only want to be placed_in a position where“they can pay. 
They feel they can pay their debts in the future, as they did in the past, if 
they could only obtain a fair price for their products above the cost of pro- 
duction, or steady work at a fair wage. 


Because we are convinced such is the attitude of the average man, we} 


aré interested in the plan of Colin H. Burnell, past president of the United 
Farmers of Manitoba, as recently outlifed by him in the press. Mr. Burnell 
proposes what he calls the Collective Produce Clearing Association, and, in 
brief, his plan is this: 

A farmer producer brings, say a can of cream to a dairy for which he 
receives a cash ticket for 50 cents. Instead of cashing that ticket, he takes 
it to the Collective Produce Clearing Association and exchanges it for a 
Bond of $1.00. He buys a C.P.C.A. 4-cent stamp which he affixes to the Bond, 
endorses the same on the back, and then turns it in the:same as a one dol- 
lar bill-on any purchase he may make. The merchant to whom he pays it 
then adds another 4-cent C.P.C.A. stamp, endorses the Bond in turn, and 


pays it to someone else, who follows the same procedure, until the Bond has 
fourteen 4-cent stamps, or the equivalent of 56 cents on it, when the Bank 


will cash it and charge it against the account of the Collective Produce 
Clearing Association. 

What has happened is this; The farmer producer received 96. cents, in- 
stead of 50 cents, for his can of cream, His purchasing. power was nearly 
doubled. Each of the other thirteen peoplé who receved the Bond and added 
a 4-cent stamp actually gave a 4 per cent. discount on the price of their 
goods or services, The C.P.C.A. got the original 50 cent cash ticket from the 
farmer and the 56 cents paid to it for stamps, or $1.06, consequently its 
account at the bank was good for $1, 00 when the Bond was finally presented 
for payment. 

Unquestionably, this is a form of inflation, but there was 50 per cent. 
cash back of every Bond issued. The 4 cents paid by each handler of the Bond 
some may argue was in the nature of a sales tax. May it not be even more 
fairly be called a 4 per cent. discount? And who in these days would not 
willingly grant a 4 per cent. discount if the volume of business could be: prac- 
tically doubled? As fast as these Produce Bonds were turned over fourteen 
times, and then cashed, one dollar of money would be placed in general cir- 
culation instead of only fifty cents had the farmer cashed his original cream 
check. 

As Mr. Burnell points out, farm produce would flow to market as usual 
without interfering with prices_which aré set on an export basis, It would, 


he further adds, still allow of feeding the unemployed cheaply, but many of | 


these would be absorbed by the greater volume of business which would 
result. 

It is not argued that the scheme is perfect, nor that it is a permanent 
solution of existing difficulties. It is admitted that it may be considered some- 
what cumbersome, but, so, too, is the present sttuation. There may be other 
criticisms, but Mr. Burnell's plan certainly overcomes many of the objections 
properly advanced against the usual issue of scrip plan. 

One seeming weakness does suggest itself, but it is a detail and does not 
affect the principle of the scheme. That is, whether the margin of six cents 
on the dollar, which is all the profit the C.P.C.A. would receive, would be 
sufficient to cover the costs of operation, including printing of Bonds, stamps, 
distribution of same to all centres, and the bonding of an agent of the 
C.P.C.A. in each country town which it is proposed should be done.

Canadian Coal Can Be Used For It 
Says Ottawa Engineer 

Of great interest to Canadian coal 
producers is the annourfcement of 
Williany Burnip, prominent Ottawa 
engineer, that Canadian coal maf be 
used as the basis of a newly invented 
coal—colloidal fuel. A friend of Mr. 
Burnip, Stephen L.. Wyndham, is the 
inventor, and Mr. Burnip, who was 
recently in Cardiff, Wales, has seen 
the invention demonstrated. 

It has been a dream for years to 
invent a fuel by mixing coal with oil 
and getting a fluid mixture in which 
the coal would not settle down to 
the bottom. Mr, Burnip announced 
the invention has succeeded in pro- 
ducing samples of colloidal fuel—~a 
combination of coal and oil—in stable 
mixtures varying from 60 per cent. 
coal and 40 per cent. oil to 80 per 


cent coal and 20 per cent. oil. In his | 


announcement Mr. Burnip says the 
intriguing feature to Canada is that 
the fuel will be cheaper than oil and 
can be produced from Canadian coal. 
Even the oil used in the mixture, he 
says, can be replaced by coal tar and 
oils derived from the distillation of 
coal. He predicts its use in power 
plants requiring intense heat with 
flexibility of oil fuel. 


“The value to the Canadian coal 
industry shauld be very marked,” he 
says in stating the fuel ‘could be used 
for oil-burning furnaces in the home. 

In reporting the result of the vari- 
ous tests he witnessed recently before 
the South Wales Institute of Engin- 
eers, of which he is a member, he 
adds: “No one was prepared to wit- 
ness the intense white glare given 
out by the burning colloidal fuel, 
against which the flame from the 
best quality fuel oil appeared yellow 
and smoky, both burnt under exactly 
the same conditions.” 

Precious experiments have failed 
hecause the coal has sunk to the bot- 
tom of the mixture. Wyndham has 
added what is called a “stabilizer.” 
During the process of mixing, each 
bit of coal, ground to a particle, be- 
comes coated with a film of stabilizer, 
which adheres to it even at high tem- 
perature. The result is each coal par- 
ticle floats permanently in the mix- 
ture and the product looks like vase- 
Ine when cold and flows like coal oil 
when about 80 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Its density results in a tank built 
to hold 500 tons of fuel oil accom- 
modating 650 tons of colloidal fuel. 

Mr. Burnip says the interest of the 
oil and coal world was thoroughly 
aroused recently when the Cunard 
steamship line used some colloidal 
fuel in one of their steamships on a 
voyage with distinct success. Some- 
thing attempted in the way of a 
liquid fuel, using present coal field 
products, has caused interest for 
years.

The Instinct Of Birds 


Is Just Acute Sense Of Sight and 
\ Hearing 

The mystery of how migrating 
birds find their way unerringly to 
their destination will probably be dis- 
pelled by further field observations, it 
is predicted. 

Repeated observations of the be- 
haviour of migrating birds have con- 
vinced Prof. Patten of Sheffield Uni- 
versity, that they are not guided by 
any “special sense’ but that they 
find their way: by watching their sur- 
roundings and by profiting from’ ex- 
perienice. : 

“Birds possess an ‘eye-brain’,” he 
says. “Their sense of vision is extra- 
ordinarily acute and by no means in- 
discriminating. It seems unreasonable 
to brush aside. the idea that migrants 
may obtain guidance by taking stock 
of landmarks. Furthermore, the sénse 
of hearing can play a part. The wash 
of the waves is a reminder to hug 
the coast—the guide-line of primary 
importance. The courses of great riv- 
ers are followed by overland mi- 
grants. 

“Birds band together for the trip, 
thus giving the untravelled young an 
opportunity to be guided over the 
route by adults who have already 
been over the ground.

Official bulletin recently issued jointly. 
by the Dominion and Provincial De- 
partments of Agriculture states: 
“Ten pounds of crushed tobacco 
leaf mixed with ohe hundred- pounds 
of salt and exposed regularly to sheep 
will help greatly to keep down. the 
humber of stomach and intestinal 
parasites with which so many flocks 
has become infested. The tobacco 
leaf should be dry in order that it 


may be broken up in a size equal to 


wheat bran. The salt and tobacco are 
mixed together and just enough 
water added so that the tobacco will 
stick and the salt settle into a firm 
cake, If the sheep are not used to 
tobacco, they should be started off 
with a smaller percentage of the leaf, 
or mix a little wheat bran or crushed 
oats with it for the first few weeks. 
The quantity of tobacco can be in- 
creased as the sheep get used to it.” 

The art of sheep breeding is highly 
successful in Canada, particularly in 
southwestern Ontario, for breeders in 
that part of Canada have for several 
years carried off about 85 per cent.

tional Live Stock Exposition held an- 
nually at Chicago.

But up in front the sense of velo- 
city became impressive. The rails 
stretched out in endless bands of sil- 
ver and they poured down the maw 
of our hooded monster at a rate that 
made one gasp, An express train, la- 
boring along on a parallel track in 
our direction, seemed standing still as 
we shot past. 

We were going at a speed of forty- 
five meters a second. The German rails 
are fifteen meters long. Some idea 
of what 104 miles an.hour is may be 
gained from the fact we were hitting 
three railclicks a second. This was 
so fast it blurred the clicks into a 
steady hum. 

Back in the passengers’ compart- 
ment nobody noticed the speed, and 
the waiters from the _ buffet-bar 
served soup and coffee with no more 
difficulty than on the diner of the 
North Express. We pulled into Ham- 
| burg at 12:50. and a vast crowd peer- 
;}ed over the embankment railings to 
| watch the goggle-eyed snout of the 
“lightning train’’ nose to rest just 
two hours and twenty minutes after 
it had left Berlin. We had cut nearly 
an hour off the ordinary train time 
from Berlin to Hamburg and had cov- 
ered the 187 miles at an average of 
eighty miles an hour.

Sole Obstacle In the Way Of War 

Debt Settlement 
The need for an attitude by the lay- 
man in economics similar to that of 
the layman in preventive science was 
urged by Sir Norman Angell at the 
Oxford Luncheon Club. In that way 
only, he said, could we be sure that 
our society would not relapse into 
utter chaos. 

Sir Norman, who has just returned 
from the United States, said that 
public misunderstanding there was the 
sole obstacle in the way of a settle- 
ment of the debt question. “We are 
going to face in the matter of debt 
settlement,” he said, “a period of 
great bitterness in attitude on the 
part of the United States which will 
postpone the general financial and 
economic settlement. That postpone- 
ment owing to American policy and 
attitude is not due to the fact that 
Americans are more avaricious than 
anyone else. ; 

“I believe sincerely that their at- 
titude is just similar to that of ours 
on reparations 15 years ago. Eroadly, 
the situaton is that you have on one 
side in the United States all the 
economists, all the experts, and all 
the bankers standing either for can- 
cellation or ruthless scaling down of 
the debts. On the other side of the 
fence you have the great. multitudes, 
the electorates, and the politicians 
standing for payment to the last dot. 
The terror of the politicians in the 
| presence of popular m\sunderstanding 
|is intense.’’—Manchester Guardian.
